USURY ALLEGED ON LOANS 
AMOUNTING TO $400,000 


Gonterman Realty Company Brings 
Suit Against Finance 
Concern. 

Charges of usury are made in a 
suit for an accounting filed in Cir- 
cuit Court today by C. J. Gonter- 
man and the Cc. G. Gonterman 
Realty and Development Co. 
against the Republic Finance Co., 
Arcade Building, and its officers, 
George H.-Field, president; W. Cc. 
Hanser, vice president, and J, C. 
Taylor, secretary-treasurer. 

In the period from Jan. 1, 1920, 


to July 1, 1925, the plaintiffs bor- | 


rowed approximately $400,000 from 
the defendants to finance realty 
operations and, the suit alleges, 
were required to pay in excess of 
$100,000 as interest. Eight 
“schemes” for exacting usurious in- 


terest are set forth, and it is assert- 


ed the interest rates ranged from 
10 per cent to 60 per cent, being, In 
many instences, 33 1-3 per cept., 

The petition asks that the de- 
fendants be compelled to returp all 
moneys paid over the legal interest 
rate, and that they be compelled to 
produce their records of the trans- 
actions before a referee, who may 
also hear testimony. 

Gonterman was head of the Mid- 
Continent Finance Corporation, 
now in receivership, which he or- 
ganized to finance his realty op- 
erations in Madison County and 
elsewhere. The assets consist al- 
most entirely of his notes. ™ 

The charges were denied by the 
Republic company, through Taylor. 
He said his company purchased 
commercial paper from Gonter- 
man, but at no ‘time exacted 
usurious interest. 


FORMER BEER PLANT NOW 
I$ MUSHROOM PLANTATION 


Erstwhile _Brewery Has Become 
Largest Producing Center 
of Delicacy in U. 5S. 

By the Associated Press. - 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 4.— 
Stone arched vaults, built three 
score years ago for storing beer, 
today house the largest mushroom 


plantation in the country. From 
malt and hops to a table delicacy 
in a few years was the “mush- 
room’”’ metamorphosis of the an- 
cient brewery. Between changes 
it was an ice plant for a time. 

Built many years ago, the brew- 
ery was operated untiljthe advent 
of -prohibition, when it was con- 
verted into an ice plant, like so 
many others. 

A casual remark, perhaps sug- 
gested by the dank interior of the 
underground vaults, that it was a 
good place for mushrooms, brought 
about a change, three years ago. 

' Experts were brought from Italy 
under the direction of L. F. Lam- 
bert of West Chester, Pa., and an 
authority on mushrooms lIaid out 
the plantation. The beds were first 
located in the high-ceilinged vaults. 

A year ago the plantation be- 
came the largest in the country. 
The plantation ships daily an aver- 
age of 500 pounds of the tasty 
agarics, and this year will ship 
300,000 pounds. The Louisville 
plant is the only one in the coun- 
try which is equipped to grow 
mushrooms the year round. Three 
complete crops are grown annt- 
ally. 

Frank Fehr, a wealthy former 
brewer, who says mushroom grow- 
ing is the “most interesting busi- 
ness I have ever been in,” is the 
superv isor.

NOTED PSYCH-ANALYST DIES 


Dr. Joseph Breuer Collaborared 
- With Freed im Scientific Work. 


a a of the Associated Press 
VIENNA, July 12.—Dr. Joseph 
Brever, one of the most widely 


noted psrchoanalysts. died recently 
at the age of 83. As early as 1882 
he was credited with curing with 
the aid of hypnosig a pronounced 
case of hysteria in a woman. 

It was this epoch-making cure 
which ts said to have ied Dr. Sig- 
mund Freud, 14 years younger than 
Dr. Brever. to build up a psrcho- 
analytic system of his own. Sub- 
sequently, both sctentists collabo- 
rated in setting down their experi- 
ences on this subject in a book 
called “The Pserychic Mechazism of 
Hysterical Problems.” pubtished | 
18933. and in a later naibasieen 
“Hysteria.” Dr. Breuer did not 
entirely approve of the theortes 
which Freud continued to advance 


and soon gave up further analryti- | 
cal research work, but his personal | 


relations with Freud continued un- 
marred.
